| WASHINGTON, Dec. 19,—Sen- 
|ator Borah, in his last discussion 
'in the Senate of the proposed en- 
trance of the United States into the 
World Court, outlined reservations 
which he thought should be adopt- 
ed if the plan is to go threugh. 

These reservations, briefly, as- 
sert that the United States will 
have nothing to do with anything, 
under any circumstances, unless it 
wants to; and that it shall be free 
to act on every question’as it likes. 
Further, no force. or economic 
pressure shall ever be used by the 
court against any nation for any 
cause. 

These American reservations are 
to be written into the World Court 
statutes, Senator Borah says, and 
accepted by every nation signing 
the protocol of adherence. The 
text of the reservations follows: 

1. The adherence of the United 


States to the statute of the World; 


Court is conditioned upon the un- 
derstanding that no force or eco- 
nomic sanction shall at any time 
be used or employed to enforce 
the judgments, decrees or opinions 
of the Court. 

2. The adherence of the United 


States to the statute of the World 
Court is conditioned upon the un- 
derstanding that nothing contained 
in the statute shall be so construed 


as to require the United States of | 


America to depart from its ‘tradi- 
tional policy of not intruding upon 
or interfering with or entangling 


itself in the political questions, or. 


policy, or international administra- 
tion of any foreign state; nor shall 
anything contained in the said 
statute be construed to imply a re- 
linquishment by the United States 
of America of its traditional atti- 
tude toward purely American ques- 
tions. 


3. The adherence of the United 
States to the statute of the World 
Court is conditioned upon the un- 
derstanding that no jurisdiction 
shall be exercised by or. conferred 
upon and no duties or service shall 
be performed by or imposed upon 
or required or requested of the 
Court other than such as now pro- 
vided for in the statute of the 
Court. unless the statute is amend- 
ed in due form (as outlined above), 
and such amendment ratified by 
every nation signatory to the pro- 
tocol] of adherence to the statute 


of the Court. 
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GARDNER DECIDES NUT 
TO SEEK SENATORSHIP 


Former Governor Thinks He 
Can Serve Party Better in 
Other Ways. 


Former Gov. Frederick D. Gard- 
ner wil] not be a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for the 
United States Senate, next year. 

He announced last night that he 
had definitely decided to stay out 
of the race in which the entries 


thus far are Congressman Harry B. 
Hawes of St. Louis and Circuit 
Judge Ewing Cockrell of Warrens- 
burg. 

His decision was announced in 
the following prepared statement: 

‘Prospects for Democratic suc- 
cess next year seem very bright. 

“I believe that by helping the 
ticket ‘nominated by the party I 
can assist in bringing about this 
result better than by entering a 
contest for the senatorial nomina- 
tion. 

“T feel sure that my friends from 
every walk of life and from every 
community in Missouri who have 
so generously offered me their 
deeply appreciated support will, 
upon reflection, realize that my de- 
cision not to become a candidate 
is for the best interests of the 
party.”’ 

The fact that Gardner was se- 
riously considering an entry into 
next fall’s race became known 
when he gave a house party at his 
country home at Elm Point, three 
miles west of St. Charles. Num- 
bered among the guests were edi- 
tors of many rural newspapers 
which supported him in his cam- 
paign for the governor’s seat and 
a decided political interpretation 
was placed upon the function. Two 
other large week-end parties have 
since been held there.

TREASURY BARS USE OF LIQUOR 
IN. EXTRACTS AND SYRUPS 


Withdrawal of Whisky, Brandy, 
Rum and Gin for Manufactures 
to End Feb. 1. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Use of 


whisky, brandy, rum or gin after 
next Feb. 1 in the' manufacture of 
medicinal preparations or flavor 
ing extracts and syrups, was for- 
bidden today by a Treasury De- 
partment order. Alcohol! and wines 
can be used instead for the pur- 
poses named. 

The order was issued by As- 
sistant Secretary Andrews, in 
charge of prohibition enforcement. 
It will have no effect on use of 
whisky, brandy or other distilled 
spirits by druggists in filling pres 
scriptions or manufacturing prepa- 
rations upon prescriptions by phy 
*icians. 


EMPEROR OF JAPAN IS ILL 


TOKIC, Dee. 19.—An official 
message from the Imperial House- 
hold says the Emperor last evening 
suffered a “‘sudden stroke of cere- 
bral anaemia,”’ meaning a fainting 
spell. 

While physicians do not believe 
the condition of the Emperor 
serious, his departure for Namazu, 
where he usually spends the winter 
has been postponed. , 


In March, 1924, a. statement 
from the Imperial household said 
the Emperor’s mental condition 
had shown no change in the last 
18 months and the “failure to im- 
prove applies particularly to his 
articulation and memory, which 
have became worse. His physical 
condition was described as favor- 
able and improving. In June last 
his physical and mental condition 
was slightly worse.

GRADUATES WILL 
RECEIVE DEGREES 


Combination, First of Its 
Kind in This Country, 
Built on Constituent Plan 
of England. 


The merger of elght Catholic 
colleges of St. Louis and vicinity 
with the College of Arts and 
Sciences of St. Louis University was 
announced last night by President 
Cloud of the university. 

The organization will be known 


as the Corporate Colleges of St. 
Louis University. Under thé terms 
of the merger, faculty members 
and students of the _ signatory 
schools become members of the St. 
Louis University organization. Stu- 
dents will get degrees from the 
university. 


The merger is essentially educa4 
tional, according to the announce- 
ment of President Cloud, and in 
no sense affects the autonomy of 
the individual colleges. It will add 
more than 600 students to the 
university classes, most of whom 
will be women. 


The institutions merged with 
the College of Arts and Sclences 
of the university, together with 
their estimated enrollment ifn col- 
lege classes, are: 

Fontbonne College, St. Louis, 30. 
College of the Sacred Heart, St. 
Louis, 80. 

Notre Dame Junior College 
(Sancta Maria in Ripa), 40. 

Visitation Junior College, 25. 

Chaminade College and Mary- 
hurst Normal School, St. Louis 
County, 60. 

St. Mary’s Junior College, O’Fal- 
lon, Mo., 40. 

St. Mary’s Seminary, Perryville, 
Mo., 40. 

Webster College, Webster Groves, 
2765. 

First Merger of Its Kind in U. 8S. 


The merger is the first organiza- 
tion of its kind in this country, and 
is essentially built along the con- 
stituent college plan of the English 
universities, such as Oxford. There 
are partial precedents in this coun- 
try in the affiliation of Radcliffe 
College with Harvard and of Bar- 
nard College with Columbia Uni- 
versity. 


Before the plan was definitely 
consummated it was presented to a 
committee representing the com- 
mission on institutions of higher 
learning of the North Central As- 
sociation of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. The members of the com- 
mittee were E. C. Elliott, president 
of Purdue University; R. M. 
Hughes, presiderit of Maimi Univer- 
gity and J. D. Elliff, professor of 
high school administration of the 
University of Missouri. The com- 
mittee indorsed the merger plan. 

“The type of organization con- 
templated in the merger is much 
like that of the states of the 
Union,” President Clond said yes- 
terday. ‘The states are conceived 
as soverign powers, and delegate 
such authority to the Federal Gov- 
ernment as is necessary for’ the 
policies of the union. Similarly 
the schools of the corporate col- 
leges will delegate such authority 
as is necessary to the university.” 

The merger means that women, 
for the first time in the more than 
a century that, St. Louis University 
has been in operation, will receive 
arts degrees. Prior to this year 
women students were admitted only 
to the professional departments. 
Beginning with the present term, 
however, the university opened a 
school of education in its arts de- 
partment, in which women students 
were eligible. 

To Standardize Courses. 

The cerporate colleges will be 
governed by an administrative 
board composed of two mémbers: 
from each of the colleges, the pres- | 
ident of St. Louis Univetsity and 
Archbishop Glennon. Arrange- 
ments are going forward for a 


standardigation of courses. in the | 


various schools. 

The College of Artg and Sciences 
of the University now has about 
606 students. The university has 
more than 3000 students in all its 
schools not including those to be 
added by the merger.

Not Divulged—Company 
Must Spend $3,000,000 


for Improvements.

CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—The Chica- 


go Daily News, the founder of 


which, Victor F. Lawson, died Aug. 
19, probably will change ownership 
Monday. The new proprietors will 
‘be men active in making and estab- 
lishing the paper. 

John Mitchell, who has sole au- 
thority under the Lawson wil] to 
keep or dispose of the paper, is ex- 
pected to make an announcement 
of a change of ownership from the 
Lawson Estate to a syndicate of 
which the business manager of the 
paper, Walter A. Strong, is the ac- 
tive .personality. 

Mitchell is chairman of the board 
of the Illinois Merchants’ Bank, an 
executor of the Lawson will, and is 
not happy in the responsibility for 
the big, influential newspaper. 

Strong is:a nephew of Lawson's 
dead wife. With other executives 
he was left $50,000 In the Lawson 
will, The price at which §trong 
and his associates wil! take over 
the paper is around $14,009,990. 
Strong has not named his associates 
except to deny that Samuel Insul], 
public utility millionaire, is une of 
them. Julius Rosenwald made ée- 
nial that he was interested. 

New Building Needed. 

Besides the price of the paper 
the new. owners must set aside 
about $3,000,000 for mechanical re- 
construction and a new building. A 
new capital structure will be creat- 
ed, based largely on the earnings of 
the paper. The earnings in the 
last few years have passed the $2,- 
000,000-a-year mark, according to 
tax reports. ‘ 

While the business has grown 
materially, Lawson for many years 
prior to his death allowed the me- 
chanical and building departments 
to run down. The News long ago 
outgrew the structure in which it 
is housed. 

While the precise identity of the 
men backing Strong is still veiled, 
it is known they are Chicago cap- 
italists. Since it became known by 
publication of the Lawson will that 
Mitchell held power to sell the pa- 
per, there have been several other 
overtures looking to a: purchase. 
One recent negotiation was with 
Frank E. Gannett of Syracuse, and 
it was said that Cyrus H. K. Curtis 
looked with longing eye upon the 
Néws. 

Executives Interested. 

It is quite certain that all the 
present executives will have a fi- 
nancial interest in the new owner- 
ship. These include Charles H. 
Dennis, managing editor; Hopewell 
L. Rogers, assistant business man- 
ager, and James Langland, Iaw- 
son’s nephew. Each was given 
$50,000 in the will. 

The News was started itn 1877 by 
Melville E. Stone and two friends, 
none of whom had much money, 
It ran into debt for printing on the 
presses of a Swedish language pa- 
per controlled by Victor F. Law- 
son’s father. Young Lawsun ob- 
tained an interest in the paper as a 
set-off to the printing debt. 

Stone‘s friends became disgusted 
with the returns and sold out to 
Stone. The big railroad strikes of 
1877 made the News. It was ihe 
first papers in the West to put 
out extras. In order to put pen- 
nies in‘ circulation Stone bought 
great quantities and was helped 
out in circulation by merchants. 

The News has been a haphazard 
independent in ~ politics with a 
leaning toward the Republicans.

THREE GROCERY 
HOLDUPS REPORTED 


Watchman Bound and 
Gagged in Another Inci- 
dent in Night of Crime— 
One Suspect Caught. 


A $1500 robbery, in which three 
men were kidnapped and driven 
about in an automobile for two 
hours; three Kroger grocery rob- 
beries, one of them followed by the 
capture of a confessed robber; and 
an attempted robbery in which a 
watchman was bound and gagged, 
featured a display of criminal ac- 
tivity last night. 

The men kidnaped were Morris 
B. Singerman, proprietor of the 
Singerman Candy Co., 520 Clark 
avenue, and two of his employes, 
Jacob Stearn and Elijah Rogers, a 
Negro. 

Singerman told detéctives whom 
he called to his place at 8:30 
o’clock that he and the two other 
men had left his store more than 
two hours before in his automobile 
to deliver about $70 worth of 
candy. They made a delivery at 
622 Hickory street, and Singerman 
had driven the machine to Julia 
street, between Sixth and Seventh, 
when a curtained toufing car 
crowded his machine to the curb. 

Account of Kidnaping. 

“A man with a blue steel re- 
volver in his hand jumped into my 
car and covered us,” Singerman 
said. “He ordered me to follow 
the other machine, and when it 
pulled away I started off behind it. 

“A few blocks away the first 
car stopped and so did I. Another 
man got out and the two made us 
get into the big machine. There 
were three men there. They made 
Stearn lie oh the floor in the rear 
with Rogers on top of him and my- 
self sprawled across both of them.” 

Meanwhile, the first two robbers 
had taken Singerman’s “machine 
in charge. Singerman said he 
heard it start as one of the robbers 
in the big car threw a coat over 
the three men on the floor. 

“After we had driven arvund a 
while they made me_ get out,” 
Singerman said, “and took $4) from, 
my pocket. It looked like an ont 
of the way place, but I couldn't 
tell the location.’’ 

He related that he was forced 
back into the machine and covered 
up again. At the end of a long 
ride, the machine pulled up in 
front of his store, and the three 
were made to enter. Singerman’s 
car was not in sight at that time. 

Forced to Open Safe. 

Inside the store, Singerman 
pleaded that he dia not know the 
combination, but the robbers ques- 
tioned Rogers and learned Singer- 
man was the. proprietor. They 
forced him to open the .safe and 
hand over a box containing $1500. 
They fled after ordering Sincerman 
not to call the police. 

Olia Potter, manager of the Kfo- 
ger store at 911 N. Sarah street, 
was held up at 6:45 o'clock last 
night by a man who took $60 from 
the cash register. 


Fifteen minutes later, detectives ; 


arrested a man in a taxicab at 
Euclid and West Florissant av- 
enues. After he had beeh identi- 
fied by Potter, he admitted he had 
committed the holdup,,police say. 

After he had been identified by 
two other men, he admitted he 
had. got $75 in a holdup at the 
drug store of William Meyer at 
5994 Plymouth avenue, Wednesday 
night, and $180 im a holdup in the 
drug store of Alex Shore at Ho- 
diamont and Bartmer avenues last 
Saturday.

LABOR FOR NEW CALENDAR 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—Tom 
Moore, president of the Trade and 
Labor Congress of Canada, an- 
nounced in a letter received by the 
International Fixed Calendar 
League at\New York today, that 
the executive council of the con- 
gress has unanimously indorsed 
the proposed simplification of the 
calendar, on the basis of 13 four- 
week months, with the last day of 
each year to be a year day, to be 
known as International Sunday.

RUSSIA 10 ACCEPT 
PLACE IN LEAGUE 
ARMS DISCUSSION 


Soviet Officials Reply That 
While They Are Skeptical 
of Results, Delegates Will 
Be Sent. 


By the Associated Press, 

MOSCOW, Dec. 19.—Soviet Rus- 
sia will accept the League of Na- 
tions’ invitation to participate in 
the international disarmament 
conference, as well as the world 
economic conference, 

‘While we are stil] skeptical of 
the European nations’ real desire 
for disarmament,” said a high offi- 
clal of the Government to the As- 
sociated Press today, “we are will- 
ing to make another effort to es- 
tablish genera] peace and economic 
co-operation among all mankind. 


“With this end in view we are 
ready to put before the conference 
a concrete and definite plan repre- 
senting the Russian people’s 
earnest desire for peace, a new s0- 
cial order and a firm economic 
foundation for the world.” 

Switzerland Barred, 

Expressing similar views, Izves- 
tia, the Government newspaper to- 
day says that although Soviet Rys- 
sia will gladly join in such confer- 
ences, it cannot do so if the dis- 
cussions are held in Switzerland, 
which the bolsheviks have boy- 
cotted ever since the assassination 
of Vaslav Voroviky at Lausanne in 
1923. 

The paper thinks the very fact 
that the invitation was extended to 
Russia by the league is an adroit 
move in a diplomatic game carried 
on by British diplomatists ‘‘under 
the camouflage of pacification,”’ 
adding that the allies were fully 
aware of the soviet’s negative at- 
titude toward the league when they 
extended the invitation and also

BY COLLEGE GIRLS 


Dean of Arts at Boston U. Re- 
ceives Replies to Ques- 


tionnaire.

BOSTON, Dec, 19.—Emphatic 
opposition to smoking on the part 
of their daughters has been -ex- 
pressed by a majority of the par- 


ents of girl students attending the 
Boston University School of Prac 
tical Arts and Letters. Prompted 
by news of action at Bryn Mawr 
College permitting girls to smoke 
because the majority wanted to, 
Dean T. Lawrence Davis recentiy 
sent out a questionnaige to 675 par- 
ents of students in this 
ment of Boston University to learn 
ho wthey felt on the subject. Of 
the first 450 parents to reply, it 
Was announced today, 449 took a 
decided stand against srnoking. 

The other wrote that it was not 
a question of girls smoking but a 
question of whether either boys or 
girls should be permitted to smoke 
taking the attitude that it is no 
worse for girls to smok®t than for 
boys. 

“Our rule against smoking will 


, continue to be rigidly enforced,"’ 


Dean Davis announced in sending 
out the questionnaires, “and the 
penalty for infraction is expulsion.”’ 

“My feeling in the matter,” he 
explained, “is that girls of college 
age should not be permitted to de- 
cide this matter for themselves. 
There is a point in any system of 
student government * * * where 
more mature minds should step in 
and guide students for their own 
good.”

The petition, filed by Associate 
City Counselor Forrest Ferris JY. 
was brief. It stated the city was 
a large consumer of electricity fur- 
nished by the company and was tn- 
terested in the proposal in a pecu- 
niary way. It further stated the 
city desired to intervene as the rep- 
resentative of thousands of con- 
| gumers in St. Louis. 

No indication was given whether 
the city would offer any oppos!- 
tion or raise any question of the 
effect of the transfer on glectric 
rates. Ferris said no opposition 
had been offered by the city, pend - 
ing hearing of the company’s ap- 
plication.

veyed to the corporation, it con- 
tended, without any qualification 
or reservation, in direct violation of 
the orders of Frank L. Polk, Act- 
ing Secretary of State, who had 
been delegated by the President to 
represent him. 

The Government further assert- 
ed that there was no evidence to 
show that the President knew 
that the sales were made by the 
Alien Property Custodian, Francis 
P. Garvan, to a corporation of 
which “he and his associates, offi- 
cers and agents of the United 
States were at the same time offi- 
cers, agents or trustees.”

Province of Chihli, in a battle on 
the Yangtsun front. The losses in 
Feng’s command are said to have 
been serious. | 
The battle started Thursday 
night when Feng opened with a 
heavy bombardment. Bitter cold 
weather compelled a halt in the 
fighting at midnight, but it was re- 
sumed Friday morning when Feng 
made an assault, but was repulsed 
with heavy loss. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail, 
sent from the Yangtsun front by 
way of Pekin, says that reinforce- 
ments for Feng, with Russian 
rifles, Russian bayonets and 
quantities of Russian light artil- 
lery and motors have arrived. It 
is the intention of Feng to use 
these reinforcements to get behind 
the Chihli forces and sever their 
communication with Shantung.

The schedule, in -general, is 
somewhat lighter than those of the 
past few years, although the two 
beadliners are both well-known 
pationally. Detroit will again meet 
the Billikens and the game will 
probably be played at Detroit. 

H. J. McMahon; president of the 
athletic board, said that the entire 
schedule would be ready by next 
week. 

No Big Ten Contests. 
The resumption of relations with 


Mareuette comes after a hiatus of | 
five or six years. At one time an 
easy victim for the Billiken elevens, | 
the Milwaukee schoo! raised itselt 
to national rank and after  lar- 
ruping the locals several times, the 
“Golden Avalanche” went out aft- 
er bigger cam.

HILE on the subject of 

hunting, it may modestly be 
mentioned that the writer has 
discovered what it is that makes 
the wild turkey wild. 

It is the hunter. 

If it were not for Mr: and Mr« 
Nimrod and all the little Nim- 
rods—especially the city ones— 
ali the world would know that 
the Ozark wild turkey is one of 
the tamest creatures on the map. 

The city hunter can make a 
wild turkey out of the barn- 
yard domestic. Here’s the way 
it works: You take a farm-bred 
turkey with a few bronze 
feathers, set it rambling 
through the woods in search of 
acorns; then you bring on one 
eity hunter with a good imagina- 
tion, and pep Kim up with a 
good story-telling native guide 
who yarns feelingly about by- 
gone hunting days: then season 
the situation from the hip pock- 
@t. 

Then let the Nimrod see the 
said turkey and presto! We have 
one Meleagris Gallopara Silvestis, 
plus a very excited hunter. If his 
buek fever doesn’t get him, the 
hunter scores a dead Meleagris 
from which he proceeds to shear 
the beard as a memento: while 
the guide, to prevent any un- 
pleasant remarks on the wild- 
ness of the wild turkey. clips off 
a very tell-tale red-head and a 
Crimson jabot of wWattles and 
likewise some iegs that don't 
answer to the pink tint required 
by our — sr ati etc.

TRIED to locate turkey down 

at Abo, on the Osage fork of 
Gasconade, Laclede County this 
month. But I wanted a real 
wild turkey, the kind that has a 
blue head and neck, no white or 
gray tail feathers, and can run 
lfke a six-time political candi- 
date. 

“Yes,” the natives said. “they 
was some wild birds hereabouts, 
if you knew jest where to locate 
‘em. Hearn about some up that- 
away by Soandso’s farm, in the 
holler yander, im them big 
woods.” 

But it was so indefinite that 
the next day we picked on an cold 
man whose outer bark indicated 
about 72 winters and who was 
operating a portable saw mili. 
This outfit traveled all over the 
Ozark and gathered in ai# the 
news. 

“Hit’s been a fine country for 
wild turkey.” be replied as he 
expectorated a tobacco juice 
bull’s-eye at a kmot on a iog. 
“But I reckon they hain’t none 
jest hereabouts.” 

“How far would I have to go 
to run inte oneT” I asked him 
anxious! y. 

He scored bulls-ere No. 2 as 
he eyed the knot refiectively. 

“How far’d you have to gs? 
Wal, let's see, [ reckon you'd 
hare to go”—and baited as he 
registered bulls-eye No. 3— 
“Yea have to go back about 
eight year for one of them things, 
I reckon.” 

And so, from the hopeless 
quest of the wild turker I turned 
to a satisfied slaughter of rabbit. 
When you kill a rabbit you don't 
have to cut eff its head and feet 
to make it wild.

So far as Great Britain is 
concerned, the mandatory  prin- 
ciple of the League has involved 
nothing but heavy liabilities and 
sacrifices which the nation can ill 
afford. 


Much discussion has been 
aroused here in regard to the 
criticisms by Secretary of) Com- 
merce Hoover, Harvey Firestone 
and other American rubber users 
of the British rubber restriction 
and the consequent high gost of 
crude rubber. 

Considerable hostility always 
has prevailed here against the re- 
striction of rubber output, but ft 
is pointed out that the United 
States has less ground for com- 
plaint than British users, who also 
have to pay the world market 
price. The reason for the present 
rubber shortage was last year’s 
slump, when America bought rub- 
ber at the uneconomic price of 10 
cents a pound.

But in his recent message to Con- 
gress he adopted the policy as his own, and submitted 
strong arguments in its favor. 
More than two-thirds of the members of the Sen- 
ate favor participation. More than two-thirds of the 
newspapers, of all political affiliations, indorse and 
advocate participation. It may safely be said that 
more than two-thirds of the people of the United 
States favor participation. Our support of the so- 
called World Court has been indorsed by all of the 
church and most of the civic organizations of the 
country. : 

It may be said, therefore, that the administration 
of the Government, more than two-thirds of the Sen- 
ate, and more than two-thirds of the people stand on 
the side of participation, against less than two-thirds 
of the Senate—a little group of obstructionists known 
as irreconcilables, led by Senator Borah, Republican, 
and Senator Reed of Missouri, Democrat, who have 
opposed every proposal for the participation of the 
United States in the League of Nations or in the 
Gourt of International Justice. This group has op- 
posed every proposd] so far made for the United 
States to participate in any erganization or project 
for the co-operation of nations and the maintenance 
of international justice and peace. 


What is the origin and nature of the court from 
participation in which the United States has been 
held by a group of Senators which now threatens to 
prevent the consummation of the aspiration and will 
of the American people, by prolonged debate and 
probably filibustering tactics? , 

The origin of the idea of a court of international 
justice, to decide disputes between nations and estab- 
lish a reign of international law, lies far back in the 
ideals, the traditions and the aspirations of the Amer- 
ican people. The beginning of the movement 
to establish an intérnational tribunal was due more 
to the initiation and activity of American statesmen 
than those of any other nation. America may justly 
be called the father of the movement to organize the 
nations for peace and to set up a tribunal to deter- 
mine international issues and interpret international 
law. . 

The first effort was made at the first Hague Peace 
Conference, called by Russia in 1899. This. confer- 
ence considered the question of disarmament, the 
laws and customs of naval warfare and peaceful 
The 
conference resulted in a tentative plan for an arbi- 
tration tribunal, and in a resolution looking towards 
thé institution of a court. The second conference, ini- 
tlated by the United States, met in 1907. The tri- 
bunal of arbitration was permanently established and 
made accessible to all nations. The scope of its 
work was defined and the method of selecting arbi- 
trators determined. Its permanence and usefulness 
were assured. Although the attempt to establish an 
international court of justice failed, it was at this 
conference that Andrew Carnegie gave an ample sum 
for the construction of the Palace of Peace which 
was to house the Court of Arbitration, and, when it 
was finally established, the Court of International 
Justice. 

The first actual international court to be estab- 
lished and to function was the Central American 
Court of Justice, set up by five South American re- 
publics, under a treaty limited as to time, and housed 
in the building erected by Andrew Carnegie at The 
Hague. It served with usefulness during its limited 
life—about 10 years. The treaty failing to be re- 
newed, the court ceased to exist. 


The existing court was organized under Article 
XIV of the Peace Covenant, which follows: 

The Council shall formulate and submit to the 

members of the League for adoption plans for 
the establishment of a Permanent Court of In- 
ternational Justice. The court shall be com- 
petent to hear and determine any dispute of an 
international character which the parties 
thereto submit to it. The court may also give 
an advisory opinion upon any dispute or ques- 
tion referred to it by the Council or the As- 
sembly. 
The Council of the League, at a meeting in Lon- 
don, on Feb. 12, 1920, adopted the suggestion to ap- 
point an advisory committee of jurists, to prepare a 
plan for the court. 


The committee of jurists finally selected was com- 
posed of representatives of Japan, Spain, Brazil, Bel- 
gium, Norway, France, The Netherlands, England, 
Italy and the United States. The American repre- 
sentative on the committee was Elihu Root, former 
Secretary of State, and his legal adviser wags Dr. 
James Brown Scott. Mr. Root took the leading part 
in the deliberations of the committee and the for- 
mulation of the plan finally accepted. 
When the advisory committee met on June 16, 1920, 
to prepare the court plans, the late M. Leon Bour- 
geois, who had been delegated by the Counci! of the 
League to inaugurate the work of the committee, and 
who had been identified from the first Hague con- 
ference with every effort to establish an internation- 
al court of justice, closed his speech outlining the 
work of the committee with this eloquent and 
prophetic statement: ; 
Gentlemen, you are about to give life to the 
, Judicial power of humanity. Philosophers and 
historians have told us the laws of the growth 
and decadence of empires. We look to you, 
gentlemen, for the laws that will assure the 
perpetuity of the only empire that never can 
decay, the empire of justice, which is the ex- 
pression of etcrnal truth. ; 
A little’over a month later, on July 24, the com- 
mittee submitted its plan to the Council of the 
League. The jurisdiction of the court, after debates 
ni the Council and Assembly, was defined as fol- 
“The jurisdiction of the court comprises all 
cases which the parties refer to it and all matters : 
specially provided for in treaties and conventions 
in force.

Both of the leading political parties of the country 
have approved our participation, in their platforms. 
Two Republican Presidents, Harding and Coolidge, 
have urgently recommended participation, with the

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nant may, either when signing or ratifying the 
protocol, or at a later moment, declare thet they 
recognize as compulsory and ipso facto and 
without special agreement, in relation to any_

“(b) Any question of international law.

“The declaration referred to above may be 
made unconditionally, or on condition of reci- 
procity on the part of several or certain members 
or states, or for a given time. | 

“In the event of a dispute as to whether the 
court has jurisdiction, the matter shall be settled 
by the decision of the court.” 

English and French are the official languages of 
‘the court, either one being used in accordance with 
the conditions or wishes of parties to suits. An- 
other language may be authorized when the parties 
demand it and the court deems it advisable. 

The other function of the court is of an advisory 
nature. It must give an advisory opinion on any 
question referred to it by the Council or by the As- 
sembly. , * 
The court is not in any way under the control of 
the League of Nations. Every nation has access to 
it, and except in the questions which members of the 
League have bound themselves to submit to the court, 
disputes are referred to it by the disputants. It has 
no power to enforce its decisions. It is assumed that 
nations submitting disputes will abide by the de- 
cisions, and heretofore that has been the case. Its 
only obligation to the League is to advise on ques- 
tions referred to it. 
The only connection of the court with the League 
is through the machinery for the election of Judges. 
This ig done by the Council and Assembly in sepa- 
rate session. The nominations, however, are made 
without reference to the League, by the national 
groups in the Arbitration Tribunal. Four represent- 
atives of the nations in the list of arbitrators for 
the tribunal nominate candidates. 
The list of candidates prepared from the nomina- 
tion of the national groups on the Court of Arbitra- 
tion are submitted to the Council and the Assembly, 
thus assuring equality in voting power among the 
nations. The election of a candidate requires a ma- 
jority of the votes in each of the two bodies. Only 
those candidates obtaining a majority of votes. 
in the Assembly and Council are declared elect- 
ed. The voting continues in each body until 
the two agree on the candidate. In the case of 
two candidates from the same nation being elected, 
the elder assumes the judgeship. In case of disagree- 
ment, three members of each body meet and choose 
one name for each seat still vacant, and submit it to 
the Assembly and Council. 

The court consists of 11 Judges and four substi- 
tutes, although the League has the power to increase 
the number to 15. At the first election nine candi- 
dates obtained a majority vote. In additional ballots 
for the two unfilled places the Assembly and Countil 
chose the same men. In an election to fill the 
place made vacant by the death of M. Ruiz Barbosa, 
the Brazilian Judge, M. Epitacio da Silva Pessoa of 
Brazil received a majority on the first ballot in each 
body. The nominations and elections have been made 
with singular impartiality as to nationality. 
Although the United States is not a member of the 
League and so far has had nothing to do either with 
the League or the court, one representative of the 
United States was elected to the bench of the court 
The present Judges are: Rafael’ Altamira, Spain; 
Dionisio Anzilotti, Italy; Epitacio da Silva Pessoa, 
Brazil; Antonfo S. de Rustamente, Cuba: Lord R. B. 
Finlay, Great Britain; Max Huber, Switzerland: B. 
C. J. Lotter, Holland; John Bassett Moore, United 
States; D. G. C. Nyholm, Denmark; Yorozu Oda, 
Japan, and Andre Weiss, France. ~The D&puty Judges 
are: F. V. N. Beichmann, Norway; D. Nogulesco, 
Rumania; Wang-Chung-Hui, China, and M. Yovano- 
vitch,.

The rules provide that there must be equality in 
representation on the bench for the parties to any 
suit. The Presideht of the Court is a permanent 
resident of The Hague, and the Judges meet in ple- 
nary session June 15 of each year, and at such other 
times as the President of the court may designate. 
The Judges serve nine years, and are not remov- 
able within that term. Only the court itself can de- 
clare a vacancy. They enjoy diplomatic privileges 
and immunities when engaged in the business of 
the court and may not exercise any political or ad- 
ministrative functfon. 

The expenses of the eourt and Judges are defrayed 
from the treasury of the League of Nations, but any 
nation not a member of the League, participating in 
the court, can take part in the election of Judges, 
and must contribute to its support. 

A nonmember of the League entering the court 
must accept its jurisdiction under the terms and sub- 
ject to the conditions of the statute creating the court, 
and rules of procedure, and undertake to carry out 
tn good faith the decision or decisions of the court, 
and not resort to war against the state complying 
therewith. It may accept the court's jurisdiction 
in general or in respect only to a particular dispute 
which has already arisen. 

Since the establishment of the court not less than 
six judgments have been rendered. While it is not 
possible within this space to describe the cases and 
| discuss the judgments, they have been satisfactory 
in every instance, and have been accepted. There 
have not been less than 12 advisory opinions ren- 
dered, which have proved extremely valuable to the 
League of Nations in considering causes that have 
come before it. 

The work of the court—-the cases brought to it, its 
decisions and advisory opinions-——will be described 
and discussed in another article, to be printed next 
Sunday. —

and Mrs. Devlin employed as their 
counsel Jerry Donahue, one of my 
Classmates in college. When we 
graduated from Illinois College, he 
studied law at Ann Arbor and I at 
Chicago. We returned to Jackson- 
ville about the same time, and this 
was his first suit as well as mine. 
It may seem a trifling thing to re- 
port, but a suit for that amount 
was not trifling to either of us at 
that time. Mrs. Devlin was an im- 
portant member of the family and 
took the leading part in resisting 
payment. I distinctly recall the 
expression of disgust upon her 
face when I concluded my argu- 
ment in support of my client’s 
claim.

Haugdahl’s engine is built most- 
ly of aluminum, chrome steel be- 
ing used wherever possible to Ye- 
duce weight. Crankcase, oi] pan, 
cylinders and camshaft housing 
are of aluminum, the _ cylinders 
being lined with hardened stee] 
sleeves ao sixteenth of an inch 
thick, inserted after the engine 
block was heated and then al- 
lowed to shrink into place. The 
pistons are of magnesium alloy, 
and the piston pins float in the 
bushed upper ends of the connect- 
ing rods and in the piston bosses. 

There is an inlet and an exhaust 
valve for each cylinder, each valve 
being 3 inches in diameter, with a 
lift of half an inch. The valves 
are seated in cast iron rings cast 
directly in the cylinder blocks, are 
set into the cylinder heads at an 
angle of 25 degrees, and are oper- 
ated by an overhead camshaft and 
rocker levers. Instead of using a 
center main bearing of babbit and 
two-end roller bearings, Haug- 
dahl made all engine bearings of 
the plain babbit-lined bronze type. 

The camshaft ts driven by a 
vertical shaft at the front end of 
the engine through two sets of 
beveled gears. 

Two magnetos are used, are set 
crosswise at the front end of the 
engine, and are driven bya pair 
of helical gears from the vertica.

ILLARD CURTIS’ shortage was not

There may even have been others, or so he 
would have it understood, who were to blame 
as much as he, if not more. At most, if he 
had steod trial, he would have been sent to 
prison for a spell. 

He ran away, though, driven by panic, and 
for thirty-three years he has been paying the 
price.

Planes and levels and down the western slope 
to Johnstown. There, reintegrated, they 
took to water once more and were towed to 
the head of inland waterway navigation, 
Pittsburg, at the forks of the Ohio where 
George Washington, 'the young surveyor, once 
predicted a great city was bound to grow up. 

By 1855, when Samuel Rea was Dorn, the 
Portage Railroad was a sort of vestigial at- 
tachment, a veniform appendix, of the grow- 
ing Pennsylvania Railroad, which had just 
completed its all-rail line from Harrisburg 
to Pittsburg, climbing up from the new rail- 
road town of Altoona to the main ridge. But 
the Allegheny complex was still strong in the 
litge community, and the actul Alleghenies 
still towered up to the west as a very formid- 
able obstacle. Before the eyes and the mind 
of the boy Samuel Rea, as he grew up, was 
written an object-lesson In thé nuisance value 
of barriers to transportation. 

When he was only past 12 his father died, 
leaving his family with some property but 
little income. Responsibility knocked the 
boyhood out from under Samuel Red's feet. 
He had to earn money to live on. 

“miret,” he said, “I got a job clerking in 
a store. But it was very hard to stand it. 
I was a very active boy and I felt no interest 
in buying and seNing things.” 

All around Hollidaysburg-they were laying 
out and building some more pieces of the 
incipient Pennsylvania Railroad. One day 
the boy caught them at it, on the Morrison's

“The minute I saw those engineers with 


their chains and transits I knew what I 


wanted.”’ 

His fate was settled then and there. The 
construction bug had bitten him—the same 
insect whose venom made Beethoven compose 
symphonies and sonatas; makes other victims 
build words into novels, plays and newspaper 
articles; makes mud-pie architects of immacu- 
late infants. 

In 1871 James MecRea, engineer bossing 
that survey, gave a factotum’s job to Samuel 
Rea, who in 1913 was to succeed him as 
President of the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

“No man should ask for anything more than 
employment; it is up to him to do the rest,” 
4s another Rea aphorism, along with “‘Hard 
work will do you good if you get enough of 
Apart 

It was true in his case. He was not toler- 
ant of obstacles. He was energetic. He liked 
to construct things—real things. Se he made 
himself a civil engineer by being one. He had 
no money for schooling. And, anyway, in 
those years, most engineers learned engineer- 
ing in the fieftd, as all lawyers “‘read’’ their 
law in law offices. 

By the time he was 20 he was enough of 
an engineer to play a man's part in the build- 
ing of the Point Bridge, a novel chain sus- 
pension structure across the Monongahela 
River in Pittsburg. Next he worked on the 
location and constructiom of another barrier-

the new lines pushing south from Mononga- 


hela City; engineer under Vice President Du 
Barry, in charge of surveys and new lines in 
Westmoreland County; principal assistant en- 
ginéer of the whole railroad; finally, assistant 
in Philadelphia to Mr. Du Barry. 


It had taken him 18 years to climb that 
far. Discouraged, he resigned to go to Balti-. 
more as vice president of the Maryland Cea- 
tral Railroad and chief engineer of the Balti- 
He located the latter 
and put it under construction. It is now 
the route by which the Baltimore & Ohio 
gets through Baltimore, and under it Mr. Rea, 
even that far back, had begun to burrow and 
to build railroad stations. 


Another Promotion 


In 1892 he was called back to the Pent- 
sylvania as assistant to President Roberts, 
who immediately sent him to London to study 
and report on the many tube and under- 
ground railroad projects then under way in 
that metropolis. 

There was a very definite reason for that 
assignment. For more than 20 years, ever 
since leased lines had brought the Pennsyl- 
vania to the rim of New York Harbor in 
1871, the successive presidents and directing 
boards’ of the road had realized they must 
have direct rail entrance fnto Manhat- 
tan. Across the path of the steadily growing 
commerce from the South and Central Weet 
and Southwest, for which their lines were 
the natural northern outlet to the seaboard, 
lay the Hudson River, an even more stub- 
born barrier than the untamed Alleghenies 
had seemed half a cehtury earlier as one 
looked up at them from, say, Hollidaysburg, 
Pa. 

It is not remarkable, all things considered, 
that the Hudson River became the pet antip- 
athy of the rising young civil engineer from 
that inland hamlet. As early as 1884 Samuel 
Rea had brought béfore President Roberts 
the proposal of a young fellow engineer, 
Gustav Lindenthal, later to become interna- 
tionally famous as a bulider of extraordinary 
bridges, to spring a high-level structure from 
Jersey and bring it down to a union station 
for all the New Jersey railroads in Lower 
Manhattan. Mr. Roberts sympatheticaliy 
told them to go ahead and see what could 
be done, and the long struggle started. 

It took six vears, till 1890, to induce Con- 
gress to authorize 16 corporators, including 
Rea, Lindenthal and Thomas Fortune RKyan-— 
the only ones now living—to form the North 
River Bridge Co. Then a decade of troubious 


He was-niade assistant engineer in charge cf rattroad finance prevented any accomplish- 


ment. The year 1900 came, and the Hud- 
son still separated the pearl of Manhatta 

from the bosom of America. Except for fer- 
ries, the financial and commércial metropo- 
lis and chief scaport had the most tenuous 
of contacts with its home ceuntry. 
New York Central, coming in from the north, 
and the New Haven, from the -northeast, 
linked it directly to a continental railway sys- 
tem which lay chiefly to thé gout and west. 


Meanwhile Mr, Rea had made ‘his study 
and report on London’s railway tunnels, and 
Alexander J. Cassatt had suc Mr. Rob- 
erts as big boss of the Pennsylvania Ralil- 
road, and in the summer ef 1901 fortuitous 
circumstances made the time ripe fof action. 

Mr. Cassatt happened to be tn Burope that 
summer, and in Paris the underground exten- 
sion of the Orleans Railway, with electric 
traction, happened to be opened. Mr. Rea 
cabled him that the novelty might be worth 
looking into, since so great an advance in 
electric traction might at last have made a 
railroad tunnel under the Hudson feasible. 
Mr. Cassatt looked into it and started home 
at once. The Board of Directors. voted for 
the project called ‘the “New York Tunnel Ex- 
tension,’’ and before the summer was out the 
big job was started, with Mr. Cassatt and Mr. 
Rea in complete charge of the plans and their 
execution. 

It is the job which Mr. Rea now, after 54 
active years of railroading, remembers as the 
most satisfying thing ‘““‘we ever got a chance 
to do. 

“We had to get pespetual franchises from 
the Legislatures of two States. ““‘We” had to 
assemble and purchase a plot of 20 acres at 
just the right spot in crowded Manhattan and 
get the city fathers to let us close a street. 
“We had to acquire a right of Way across the 
Hackensack marshes from Newark to Bergen 
Hill, crossing two other railroads. “We had 
to lay out and bore our approaches through 
the adamantine traprock of the Palisades and 
mole under the Hu@son. “We” had to give 
the final “yes"’ that hung the river tunnels 
unsupported by piers in the silt of the deep 
drowned gorge of the Hudson, a decision of 
utmost engineering daring and  self-confi- 
dence. 

“We had to select the architects and 
approve the plans for a great through station 
which is, structurally a bridge thrown across 
a 40-foot chasm covering 20 acres which 
“we hewed from living rock. ““‘We™ had to 
burrow on across Manhattan, keeping beneath 
the levels of rapid transit subways, and on 
under and across the Bast River, to come 
up op Long Island, build the huge Sunny- 
side freight yards, the New York Connectifig 
Railroad and the stupendous Hell Gate Bridge

and so for the first time create a direct rail 
connection through New York running all 
the way from WBWastport to San Francigco, 
Los Angeles, El Paso, New Orleans and 
Tampa. : 

It took $150,000,000 and almost a decade 
to put the project through- Late in 1910 the 
Hudson tunnels and the monumental station 
were open for traffic. In due time followed 
the opening of the Long Island ee ae 
and the big Job was done. “We” stand 
on the roof of the new station, follow east 
and west with “our” mind’s ‘eye the tunnels 
thrust under New York’s two guardian water- 
way nuisances, and remark to the two riyers 
cuttingly: bad 

“Laugh that off if you can. We've licked 

you.” 
Not that Mr. Rea is wholly satisfied with 
the Hudson's licking. He will not be till a 
great bridge is hung between Manhattan and 
New Jersey, still further humiliating his 
geological enemy, the Hudson, and !ncident- 
ally smashing a political barrier also. 


As to Tunnels 


“Tunnels can handle only one kind of hey 
fic,” he explains. “A bridge can handle ail 
kinds, and the tremendous meteor car and 
rapid transit demands have new become of 
firat !mportance. A full half cirele of the 
natural metropolitan area lies west gf the riv- 
er. Only a bridge will tie the two sundered 
halves together. After all these years apathy 
lets the gap remain. It will be bridged, of 
course, but only when an awakened: public is 
overwhelmed with inconvenience and housing 
costs become prohibitive.”’. 

If construction were held in the same 
esteem as destruction, and m« were con- 
ferred for erecting railway terminals as well 
as for fighting battles, Mr. Rea would be 
entitled to wear ribbons for two other such 
structures of the first class; He was closely 
identified with the building of the great and 
beautiful Union Station in Washjagton, and 
was president of the terminal company which 
built the newly opened Union Station of 
Pennsylvania, Burlington and St. Paul - 
tems in Chicago, where tremendous difficul- 
ties were causea.by the fact that.station end 
approach tracks were in the very heart of 

*the second,largest city in the country. 

And he retired. with a fourth such project, 
of equal magnitude, well under way 9m paper

minal, will be a. bridge. -across.:contingous 
trackage stretching to New York and the 
North, to Pittsburg and the West, to Washing- 
ton and the South.

The difference between true vol- 


canic earthquakes and true tec- 
tonic earthquakes was discussed 


Friday night by the Rev. James B. 
Macelwane, S. J., professor of 
geophysics at St. Louls University. 
in the seventh of a series of lec- 
tures on that subject. 

He described several quakes re- 
corded in history and classified 
them. 

“we have defined 4 volcanic 
earthquake as one which relieves 
elastic strain directly due to vol- 
canic activity,” he said. 


“Such earthquakes 
carefully distinguished from true 
tectonic earthquakes which pro- 
ceed from a regional cause com- 
mon to both these and to voleanic 
eruptions. Sometimes a regional! 
strain is respon:ible for both vol- 
eanic and seismic phenomena.

First of Competitions for 
Scholarship, Gift of George 
F. Steedman. 


The first competitioa for the 
James Harrison Steedman Memo- 
rial Fellowship in Architecture, the 
winner of which is to be given a 
year’s study of architecture abroad, 
will be held next spring.

Andres testified to relieving Ma- 
teer as traffic director at Grand 
boulevard and Olive street at 5:15 
pn. m., and to being informed five 
minutes later that there was a 
holdup on in the cigar store. He 
found Mateer in a drug store and 
together they went, with revolvers 
in hand, towafd the cigar store. 
Then the two armed robbers rush- 
ed out, and, when ordered to put 
up their hands, opened fire instead. 
Andres said Mateer fired once as 
he fell with a mortal wound in the 
abdomen, and he, Andres fired 
three times, but the robbers es- 
‘caped by darting through traffic.

Prospects for Normal Building 
Program in 1926, Survey Shows “ 


Inquiry by inichiian House Forecasts Another | 
Big Year for St. Louis—Outlook in Other 
Cities of the Country. 


General return to a normal build- 
ing program in 1926 is indicated in 
a nation-wide survey of the con- 
struction industry just completed 
| by the Building Construction Ke- 
search Bureau ot G. L. Miller & 
Co., investment banking house. Re- 
ports from more than 70 cities and 
districts of the United States dis- 
closed fair stabilization. 

The situation was summarized as 
follows: Fifty-two cities (St. Louis 
among them) and five districts, 
outlook good for another big build- 
ing year; 43 cities and five dis- 
tricts, building to be near or at 
1925 volume; eight cities, prospect 
of new high building record; 13 
cities and two districts, slump pos- 
sible: 31 cities, temporarily caught 
up with requirements; 22 cities, 
important industrial and commer- 
cia] building program, and three 
cities, shortage in housing facili- 


ties. 

Analysis of the survey shows that 
few of the larger cities of the 
country expect any material decline 


in building activities. New York, 
a Philadelphia, Pittsburg, 

. Louis, Los Angeles and Detroit 
“ih for another big construction 
year. Cincinnati, Kansas City and 
Minneapolis were the largest of 
the few expecting a slump. Prac- 
tically all of the larger cities, in- 
cluding St. Louis, are caught up, 
temporarily at least, on apartment 
house and home accommodations, 
but Tampa and Miami, Fila., and 
Salt Lake City report a material 
housing shortage. 

Reports from practically al! 
cities and districts indicate that 
the labor situation is fairly tran- 
quil, although employers generally 
have declared their intention of op- 
posing any further demands for 
wage increases and the five-day 
week.

OF U. S. INDUSTRY PROVEN 


General Electric Company’s 
Project May Be Followed 
Soon by a, Million-Dollar 
Westinghouse _Invest- 


ment. 


Recent announcement of the 


purchase of a $500,000 site for a 
big factory of the General Electric 
Co. here and of a proposed $1,009,- 
000 concrete pole plant of the 
Westinghouse Electric and Manu- 
facturing Co., calls attention to the 
increasingly strong industrial po- 
sition of St. Louls. 

There are about 4500 factories 
now in the industrial district, which 
spreads out in a great circle all 
around the city proper. They rep- 
resent 211 lines of manufacture, out 
of 357 kinds listed in the census 
books, and they range from blaz- 
ing, noisy, metal mills to narrow, 
busy loft factories. 

The increase of industries has 
its effect throughout the life of the 
metropolis, in all its commerce, in 
population and in general develop- 
ment. The addition of the Gen- 
eral Blectric plant alone to the St. 
Louis business family will have a 
considerable effect on all these 
things. The company is the 
world’s largest manufacturer cf 
electrical equipment, and the S8t. 
Louis plant, at Goodfellow avenue 
and Bircher street, will be next to 
its main works at Schenectady, 
N. Y., in size. What equipment 
will be made here has not been 
determined. 

General Electric's nearest rival, 
the Westinghouse. company, .an- 
nounced ite concrete pole factory 
erected if a contractor 
backed by the company whose bid 
was low, received the contract for 
electric street lights in a large 
central section of the city. Award 
of the contract has been held up 
pending a hearing ordered by the 
Mayor at the instigation of per- 
sons who thought the low bidder 
had specia] advantages. T*e 
plant would be permanent, to suy- 
ply the Southwest. 

The American Brown- Boveri 
Electric Corporation, which -e- 
cently bought the Moloney Elec- 
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wil] approximate $595,000,000, the 
largest amount ever paid out in a 
single year in any city in the 
world 

The five-day week agitation on 
the part of bullding labor has been 
gaining some ground and promises 
to become one of the main points 
of contention in new agreements. 

Reports from the leading cities 
indicateq that the labor shortage 
situation is probably more acute 
than generally realized, especially 
in the bricklaying and plastering 
trades. Common labor, the aver- 
age rate of which is 64 cents an 
hour for the entire cou fry, ap- 
pears sufficient.

Award to Realty Trust for 
Damage to Land by Sewer 
Is Set Aside. 


Circuit Judge Ossing has _ set 
aside as excessive the judgement of 
a commission that awarded $47,- 
621.52 to the Clark Syndicate Real- 
ty Trust for the use for sewer pur- 
poses of a diagonal! strip of land 
through property of the trust in 
the southwestern section of the 
city. The award was made in con- 
demnation proceedings filed by the 
city under an ordinance providing 
for the sewer, approved April 8, 
1921. The tract Hes between 
Eichelberger street, Donovan, 
Loughborqugh and Mampton ave- 
nues, and* was formerly known as 
the Clark farm, but was purchased 
by the syndicate through its trus- 
tees—C. C. Willmore, E. T. Brad- 
ley and John W. Higginbotham— 
for subdivision purposes. 

Exceptions were filed by the city 
tc the award, it betng contended 
that the owners were not entitled 
to any damages, as the sewer would 
enhance the value of the property. 
consisting of 180 acres. The ma- 
jority report was signed by John J. 
Hurley and T. Edward Albright. A 
minority report, signed by Commis- 
sioner James W. Skelley, who rec- 
ommended only nominal damages, 
also was disapproved by the court. 
It was contended by the syndi- 
}eate that the value of the tract 
for subdivision purposes would be 
greatly diminished by the con 
struction of the proposed sewer, 
because owners would have to lay 
out their lots so that the sewer 
would be under-the streets in the 
‘tract as much as possible, to avo 
‘passing under lots. Such a plan

And they did dance the “rag dance,”’ 
atamping, cavorting, cutting wild strange 
figures while the master and the mistress 
of the house took bags and bucketa and 
baskets and emptied into them sugar, maple 
Sugar, coffee, flour, lard, candles, syrup, 
eges, meats or poultry, and even wines and 
ruin. What the maskers did with these 
things we shall see.

and with hair all powdered white. were 
among those who attended. But »before 
they went to mass the families gathered an4 
eon and father and grandfather knelt as 
mother and daughters did, to receive par- 
ntal blessing. It was this filie!l piety 
which was the guiding rule of village life. 
No marriage was performed until consent 
was had not only of the parents but of a!!

blessed these, his children, after mass was 
sung and the congregation left the ‘ittle 
church, saying to each other: “I wish 
you @® happy New Year.” After mass 
at home there were great breakfast 
feasts, but before the feasts the children 
were taken into another room where thelr 
presents had been laid out for them—-the 
gifte of the New Year. And after the break- 
fast there were visita, to this friend and 
that. And visits by the children to their 
godparents who, too, had gifts to give them. 

Theat was a day when old lives started 
new. A day of friendship and forgiveness. 
Those who hed quarreled came together, 
saluting each other with the kiss of peace, 
embracing, asking forgiveness. On either 
cheek the elders kissed with dignity. hut 
these were not the only kisses, for the 
younger men (there ils grave suspicion as ta 
why they quarreled) most often had soure 
score to settie with the bright-eyed maids 
of old Bt. Louis, And the breach was healed 
with a full-lipped kiss and with a wish: 
“A goad and happy year——and beet of all— 
a great big husband by Bastertime.,’’

UT the great ball of this holl- 
B Gay time came on Twelfth-night, 

on January 6, when the Chureh 
celebrates the Epiphany, that is, thea 
visit of the Wise Men from the Bast to 
the Manger at Bethlehem. That night those 
boys who had run gulgnolee were hosts, aod 
the gifte they had carried off in their Duck- 
ets snd bags atid baskets on New Year's 
Eve were set forth for the feasting. 

At #0me great home they assembied—-for 
al] the creole French were social equals— 
perhape at the mansion of Auguste or Plerre 
Chouteau. Old and young, they came, but 
the children were well-behaved and little in 
evidence. The fiddlers struck up a squeaky 
tune and the silvery laughter of the blushing 
girls was quieted. Then out upon the flovr 
came the matrons and the elders of the 
village and led, as was their right, the 
minuet, slow. stately, graceful, bowing and 
curtseying. And when this wae done as if 
by a ritual, the yotinger folk might enjoy 
themaelves, 

So then there were cotillions and reels, 
with minuets interspersed, and the two pro- 
vosts for the night appointed went through 
the room making sure that every lady had 
a partner. Now and then the dance was 
interrupted and the younger folk looked on 
while some of the o'der fclk, a grandfather 
cr grandame, perhaps; displayed some step 
from years long gone—an alles de pidgeon, 
chasses or a beltus. 

Supper was served and with the supper 
Twelfth Night cake which had been baked 
with four beans in !t. When that cake was 
cut each Mademoiselle who found a bean 
in her segment became for the night a 
queen, and she at her royal pleasure named 
a king from among the viliage youth, pinned 
a bouquet on hls satin coat, so that there 
were four queens and four kings—a royal! 
hohse, as in a deck of cards. 


HEIR reign was brief. At midnight 
each king in turn must choose a quees, 
and then the ball was ended. DBDut 
the king and the new queen were to reign 
at enother ball, whose date wag fixed at 
once, and the four male rulers must give 
the affair—the Bal) of the Kings. That 
Wae nO great tax upon their finances. Any 
house Was open to the festivity. A fiddler 
might be had from among the slares, or at 
most for the pay of a livre and a drink or 
two of ratafia—which later in the evening 
would affect the tempo of the music. And 
for the Kings’ Pall tnetead of a feast there 
was lighter food—a bouillon of game, pies, 
Cake, coffee, ratafia, cordials, wine. And 
*o, again, they found excuse to get together, 
these pleasure-loving French people, and in 
thelr way to celebrate. The first Kings’ 
Dall saw the queens choose new kings, and 
te new queens, fixing a date for the second 
Kings’ Ball, so that from week to week the 
festivities continued tlil the Lenten season. 
when Bhrove Tuesday ushered in the 40 
days of fasting, but aleo brought the Mardi 
Gras, the carnival that in a very flame of 
joy brought to an end the year's festivities. 
Thus i wae a long Christmas celebration 
in old St. Louis; long, but well enjoyed— 
every moment of it.

HE next day the fire fighters 
set to work on an unaccustomed 
task. Jack knives were sharpened, 


anwe were flied, and a purchaser was 
sent out for a supply of nalis, pencils, 
glue, sandpaper and paint. From grocery 
siores the men obtained egg crates, packing 
boxes and other wooden containers. The 
place was converted into a veritable toy fac- 
tory and during long and tedious leisure 
hours the toy makers plied thelr newly ac- 
quired craft.

the impromptu carpenters took up the task 
where the “artists’’ had left off and after 
carefully sawing out the figures, polished 
them with sandpaper and fastened the parts 
together with nails and gine. As the work- 
men grew more adept their products be- 
come more pretentious until in a few weeks 
the toy automobiles, shimmy doga, shimmy 
snakes and many other complicated articles 
for childhood amusement reposed, all neatly

When the day before Christ- 
mas arrived, Captain Wagner drove out to 
the hills for a suitable Christmas tree and 
wives of the firemen contributed their share 
to the festivities by turning out a vast aup- 
ply of popcorn, pumpkin ples and roast 
turkey. 

On the night of the celebration the entire 
firehouse was given over to the festival. 
The fire apparatus was moved to a garage 
across the street, where it stood ready for 
emergency, and the tree was set up in the 
center of the floor. Captain Wagner that 
night began hie career as Santa Claus, prop- 
erly attired in red coat and whiskers. The 
arrangements had been kept secret from the 
children that year and to the bewildering 
spectacie of brightly painted toys and ra- 
diantly decorated tree was added the faaci- 
nation of surprise. The children recelved 
thelr gifts from Santa Claus himself instead 
of from stockings hung before the fire 
place. Then everybody danced and made 
merry and iuckily no fire occurred to mar 
the festivities by compelling Santa Claus 
to discard his Santa Claus beard and cap 
for a fireman’s helmet. 

Upon departure, all who attended the 
party voted it the best Christmas Eve in 
their experience and the toys, fashioned by 
the hands of the firemen, took on a signif!- 
cance that store toys had never held.

HEY had been laboriously made be- 
tween dashes to fires and many of 
them had been wrought in the long 
and lonely night watches while the future 
recipients were sleeping In ignorance of the 
pleasure that was being designed for them. 
After this first Christmas party in the 
firehouse it did not take the firemen !ong to 
lax their plans for another. In consulta- 
tion the next day they decided that the next 
cetebration should be a little larger; that 
the toys should be better and more numet. 
ous; that there should be more candy and 
nuts and fruit and that close friends of the 
firemen and their families should share in 
the fun the next year. The result was that 
the toy-making program got under way 
earlier in the fal! and the celebration was 
repeated on December 24, 1920, with about 
150 persons present. It was on this occa- 
sion that Captain Wagner conceived the Idea 
of extending the holiday cheer to others be- 
sides families and friends. On the day fol- 
lowing he called the firemen together in an- 
other consultation. 

“We all had a good time last night,”’ he 
said. ‘“‘We on the Inside had a good time. 
It did me a lot of good to see thore kids en- 
joy themselves so. It reminded me of the 
Christmas days when my girl was little. 
She’s far away now, but I could imagine she 
was here last night dancing around the tree 
and enjoying herself with the rest. And 
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THE FIREMEN with the toys they have made during the year. 


I think I enjoyed it as much aa any- 
body present, except for one thing. Once 
I bappened to go outside to look around 
and the sight I saw was pathetic. It 
came near apolling the whole affair. 


“There wasn't a window of the 
house that wasn't crowded with poor 
little children looking in. Some of 
them were standing on boxes and 
many of them were peering through 
cracks in the doors. They were 
all so eagér and wistful. It was 
painful to me to see how hungry they 
were for some of the candy and fruit 
and how iongingly they looked at those 
toys. We can't go on having our fun 
and shutting out these poor children 
who never have known what it is to 
have a good Christmas. We've got to 
take them in ahd make them have a 
good time, too. Why not begin earlier 
next year, make atill more toys, get 
the biggest Christmas tree the house 
will hold and invite all the children in 
Alameda to the celebration?”’ 


The men rallied to the Captain’s plan 
with more enthusiasm than ever. It was 
obviously impbasible for the firemen 
themselves to finance such an under- 
taking, so it Was announced through 
newspapers that contributions, 
in money, toys and sweets, would be 
gratefully received--—all to be devoted to 
a monster community Christmas for Ala- 
meda's children. 

Beginning early in August, 1921, the fire- 
men, now with two vears of experience In 
the art of toy making, began to turn out 
doga and horses and wagons by wholesale. 
Other groups of city employes and many 
citizens took up the work, until toy manu- 
facture became the whole town’s hobby.

smal) boys and girls were standing in a 
double line waiting for the opening of 
the firehouse doors, an event which was to 
mean for many of them their first sight of a 
live Santa Claus presiding at g gigantic 
Christmas tree and handing out toys. 
Before the doors opened it began to rain 
and soon there was a downpour, but not a 
single youngster left his position tn that line. 
When at last all was ready and Captain 
Wagner, as Santa Claus, stepped to the door 
in his white flowing beard to welcome the 
visitors, all hopes for an orderly march went 
giimmering. It would have taken a regi- 
ment of soldiere to maint&in order in that 
throng of Christmas-mad youngsters. They 
broke ranks, pushed, jostied, cut in, strug- 
gled, every child for himself, and literally 
swarmed into the place through every avail- 
able door and window. Only the fact that

the Christmas tree was one of prodigious 
dimensions, and the foresight of Captain 
Wagner in storing all toys out of reach, 
saved the party from disaster. Santa Claus 
finally had to threaten to call off the fes- 
tivities unless order was preserved. 


The children were marched in single file 
past a row of firemen standing behind a 
long counter. Directly behind each fire- 
man was a great stack of toys, and each 
stnall guest was allowed to ask for the toy 
he favored most. Farther along the line, 
an apple, an orange and a bag of candy and 
nuts were presented with a handshake by 
Santa Claus himaelf. Altogether it was a 
rousing celebration and the praises of Cap- 
tain Wagner were heard from ohe end of the 
city to the other. In 1922 the festival was 
still larger. Some 6000 children were en- 
tertained and then the Firemen’s Band from 
Oakland, up the bay, furnished music for a 
dance for the elders. The jollification last- 
ed until long past midfight. 


It seemed that there was only one im- 
provement to be made in this celebration, 
which now had become a firmly established 
annual custom, and Captain Wagner thought 
of it the very next day. 


T WAS a plan to visit the homes of all 

sick children in the city and distribute 

presents among them before taking care 
of those able to stand in line at the fire- 
house. That plan, too, was adopted, 
and last year one of the big fire 
trucks, with Santa Claus Wagner aitting 
conspicuously tn the driver's seat, sal- 
lied forth on an extraordinary mission 
—extraoriinary for a fire truck. Around 
the town it went, stopping at each 
home where {llness prevented attendance at 
the Christmas tree. There were toys and 
dainties, and in some cases a huge basket 
dinner for the family. When, later in the 
evening, thousands of shouting merry chil- 
dren gathered in line at the firehouse there 
remained nothing to mar the joyousness of 
the occasion. At last all of Alameda’s chil- 
dren had been remembered. 

This year the program will be repeated 
and Alameda is astir with preparation and 
Captain Wagner is the town’s greatest hero 
and philanthrepist. He is known and point- 
ed out by every child. 


“Little did I think a few years ago what 
that first small family Christmas celebra. 
tion would lead to,” says he. “It has cost 
a lot of work and trouble, but it has its own 
reward. To see the happiness of these thou- 
sands of children and to realise that hun- 
dreds of them would not know Santa Claus 
were it not for the firemen is reward enough 
for any man."

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This moat popular Christmasg poem in the English langtage tas 
written by a learned college professor for the entertainment of his 
own cAildren. “A Visit From Saint Nicholas” has deen beloved Dy 
generation after generation, for more than 100 yeare. The sewing of 
the verses, and thcir humor, early made this a favorite piece for rect 
tation. 

Clement Clarke Moore, who wae born in New York City in [77 
and graduated from Columbia in 1798, became professor of DDilical 
learning in the General Theological Seminary, New York, in [821, and 
continued in that post until /450. When 30 years old. he compiled a 
Hebrew and English Lericon, and in [844 he published a collection of 
poems, including the one adout Saint Nicholas. 

But the Christmas ballad dates back to 1822, when Professor 
Moore wrote it for the Yuletide festivities at hig home. The children 
enjoyed it so much that friends of the family heard about the poem 
and some of tAem made copies of tt. On December 23 of next year 
the lines appeared anonymously and without Moore's knowledge in 
the Troy ({N. ¥.) Sentinel and entered upon a career of popularity 
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A Visit From Saint Nicholas. 


‘Twas the night before Christmas, when all through the house 
Not a creature was stirring, not even a mouse; 
The stockings were hung by the chimney with care, 
In hopes that St. Nicholas soon would be there; 
The children were nestled all snug in their beds, 
While visions of sugar plums danced in their heads;

His cheeks were like roses, his nose like a cherry! 
His droll little mouth was drawn up like a bow, 
And the beard of his chin was as white as the snow: 
The stump of a pipe he held tight in his teeth, 
And the smoke it encircled his head like a wreath; 
He had a broad face and a little round belly, 
That shook, when he laughed, like a bowlful of jelly. 
He was chubby and plump, a right jolly old elf, 
And I laughed when I saw him, in spite of myself.
